DanreL Critzen and Alexander Burket, 
prominent residents of Freeport, Pa., 
were drowned in the Alleghany River a 
few days ago by their boat springing a 
leak. 

DuRING astorm on the 9th at Kriser, N. 
C., three men were struck by lightning and 
ins'antly killed. 

SEVERE thunder-storms were prevalent 
in New England on the 9th, many build- 
ings at Walpole, Mass., being damaged. 
Lightning fired the post-office and three 
other buildings at Epping, N. H., and an 
aged invalid, George W. Warden, was 
burned to death. 

By a supposed earthquake on the 11th at 
Zanesville, O., about three acres of ground 
sank several feet, carrying a number of 
houses, which were padly damaged.

FOREIGN. 

Tue steamship Titania arrived at Far- 
ther Point, Can., onthe 7th, havingon board 
twenty-four of the crew of the steamship 
State of Florida.

Out of 167 
souls only forty-four were saved. The bark 
also went down with twelve souls, mak- 
ing the total loss 135.

WEST VIRGINIA TRAGEDIES. 


A Farmer Instantly Killsthe Newly Wedded 
Husband of Uis Stepdaughter and Leaves 
the Latter for Desd—A Mysterious Mur- 
der—A Man Shit by Unknown Assas. 
sins in His Fiel’t and Afterward Beuten te 
Death with stones, 

WHEELING, W. VA., May 12. 
A terrible tragedy was committed ai 

Petersburg, Grant County, Friday night, 
the particulars of which have just been 
received here, and another lynching may 
follow, which will be the fourth in this 
State within ten days. Lawrence Spiller, 
a farmer living back of Petersburg, had a 
handsome step-daughter to whom he 
played the part of a cruel parent, 
keeping her mewed up when- 
ever practicable. The county 
was full of rumors concerning 
their relations to each other, aud it be- 
ame a matter of surprise when Edward 
Taylor, who worked for Spiller, demand- 
ed her hand in marriage. Spiller refused 
point blank and warned Taylor he would 
kill him if he found him again on the 
premises. On Friday night the girl dis- 
appeared, having eloped with Tyler and 
gone to Petersburg. 


Spiller armed himself and _fol- 
lowed, vowing death to the man 
if caught, At Petersburg he 


learned that they were mariied and were 
lodging with a man named Williams. 
Spiller went to Williams’ heyse and 
was told the newly married couple had 
retired and were asleep. Forcing his 
Way to the room, he entered, awaking 
Tayior with the noise. The bridegroom 
sat up in bed as Spiller entered, and 
Spiller levelled a revolver at him. The 
bride begged piteously for his life, but 
Spiller fired, the bullet entering his heart 
and killing himinstantly. Spiller then at- 
tacked the wife, hammering her over the 
head with the revolver, and bitterly de- 
nouncing her for deserting him. Leaving 
her for dead he rushed from the house, 
mounted his horse and fled. Williams 
gave the alarm, and an armed posse start- 
in pursuit. Spiller returned home, where 
he was arrested and taken back to jail. 

The news comes by messenger, and 
when the man left the town the indigna- 
tion and excitement were intense. Mrs. 
Taylor was then ina dying condition, and 
the courier feared mob law in the event 
of her death,

So far as could be 
iearned nothing is known of the murder- 
ers and no steps are being taken for their 
apprehension.

Give 
to all an «qual chance in the struggle for a 
place in the higher pursuits of life, and 
this the safety and welfare of the people 
imperatively demand. The people cannot 
afford to allow a custom and condition, the 
offspring of a mere prejudice, to give birth 
to a class of shiftless and reckless youths. 
I tremble for the peace and future of this 
bation when I am brougbt to reflect on che 
unfavorable environments of the young 
colored men of this country so easliy in- 
clining them, in case of a conflict between 
Jabor end capital, to unite with the com- 
munistic and socialistic elements, and ex- 
ert their energies to muke destruction mure 
destructive. 

The highest wisdom dictates that to all, 
who are seeking eleyation to the eircle of 
substantial and respectable life, a helping 
hand should be extended. As the whole is 
composed of units, every individual, who 
is assisted in the directions indicated, will 
contribute to its strength, solidity and 
grandeur. In our plea tor help from oth- 
ers we must bear in mind, tliat there are 
certain conditious ot helpfulness and use- 
fulness which we ourselves must create, 
that it is possible for us to widen the range 
of our present opportunities. There is 
much that remains for us to learn, We 
must recognize that brains aud organiza, 
tion are controlling forces; that leadership 
presupposes following; that we must give 
evidences Of substantial worth in order 
to gain substantial recognition; .hat we 
shall be judged not by what we seem to be 
but by what we really are; and that we 
must wield our forces as to bring to us the 
practical friendship and kindly feeling of 
the better elements of society. We mut 
turn our attention, and that of our people, 
to the necessity of gaining a permanent 
foothold on the soil.

‘The object of the foul 
murder, which for atrocity exceeds 
that of any deed ever perpetrated by 
the James gang, was robbery. It 
had been reported that Mr. Eperts 
had received $150 the day before, 
and the murderers expected to get 
the money.

PHILADELPHIA, May 13.—At the confer- 


ence of the Methodist church this morn- 
ing, Bishop Wiley occupied the the chair. 
On motion of Amos Shinkle, of Kentucky, 
the rules were suspended in order that the 
reports of committees could be sent in and 
printed. 

The committee on book coneern recom« 
mended that the German hymn book be re- 
vised. The committee on missions rec- 
ommended missions ia Japan, Mexico and 
Denmark be organized into annual confer- 
ences. 

The committee on lay representation re- 
ported in favor of lay representation in the 
annual conference on the basis of one dele- 
gate to every six pastoral charges in the 
presiding elder’s district and an additional 
delegate for every fraction of two-thirds to 
be elected by district stewards. 

The committee on episcopacy recom- 
mend the election of bishops. 

The order of the day was taken up, viz ; 
Memorial service for deceased members. 
Rev. Mr. Trimble, of Ohio, announced a 
hymn and Dr. Hunt ledin prayer. A me- 
morial of Bishop Levi Scott was read by 
Rev. J. B. Quigg, of Wilmington. 

The memorial of Jesse Q. Peck was read 
by Chancellor Sims and the memoir of 
Bishop Haven was read by Dr. Buckley. — 
These memoirs were listened to with deep 
interest. Dr. Buckley said of the bishops 
who welcomed the general conference in| 
this city twenty years ago, the only one re- 
maining was Bishop Simpson. He made a 
touching allusion to the love and est@em of 
the members of the conference for the ven- 
erable bishop and their solicitude for the 
speedy recovery of his health.

Letany reader of this keep a 
record for one year, of the deaths 
among the work horses and mules of 
hs neighborhood, that are under ten 
years of age, and the known or proba- 
ble causes, and he will agree with me 
that corn is the cause of two-thirds such 
deaths, and perhaps of half the disabili-

ties. Hal we not seen whole nations 
of men pursuing an equally fatal 


course, With regard to themselves and 
childeren, in the matter of strong and 
poisonous dring it could not be believed 
that such ignorance and folly could ex- 
ist. Only iately I knew a blear-eyed 
person who has expended hundreds of 
dollars to cure his eyes, and who knows 
by repeated experiments, that absti- 


nence from his daily rations of grog for | 


one month does more toward com- 
pete cure than all his doctoring. I 
knew of this man’s permitting a fine 
biood five hundred dolla’ mare, to feed 
at a trough full of corn with his fatten- 
ing animal:, and eat at all times of 
corn, to satiety. When} warned, he 
drawled out, ‘I wantto see her fat, 
good corn never hurt anything.’”’ His 
mare became a beautiful object—‘fat 
as butter,’’ and just then laid down and 
died. 

I venture the assertion that hog chol- 
era becomes intensified just exactly as 
corn fal's in price, and almost disap- 
pears when corn reaches its highest 
price. Let some persens take note of 
this. 

Yes, that magnificent grain, that 
grand source of wealth. that beautiful 
object when growing in the fields, that 
most useful product of than’s !abor, 
corn, has literally become a curse to us 
by our abure cf it. It can be dem- 
onstrated that it cannot be produced for 
less than fifty cents per bushel, yet 
thousands of hard toilers grow it year 
after yea, and sell it for tw enty cents, 
and wonder why they are poverty- 
stricken. They feed it so wastefully, 
one might suppose it cost nothing—all 
this is the result of ignorance and folly. 
Along this river are hundreds of persons 
whoteed cattle and neg'ect to give them 
hay, saying it is waste of time and 
stomach room to feed anything but 
corn—ignorant that hay contains prop- 
erties essential to the existence of the 
cattle, and so aids digestion that much 
less corn gives more-tat with hay. 

Those who have pursued plans more 
in accerd with nature, and feed their 
stock with variety, and give their horses 
and mules barley, cats and sound hay, 
chopped feed, some roots, etc., assure 
me that they make more money out of 
one-fifth the corn they formerly used, 
and have healthier animals, and that 


their farms are in better condition, 








Improvements in Men and Machines. 


It would le a curious study to as: 
certain how far the improvement in 
machines and in tools had kept pace 
with that in the skilled mechanic. One 
thing is certain, at the bezinning of the 
inguiry, that a skilled mechanic is of 
just as much value to-day as ever. 
How much he has improved is a 
question for scientific examination 
rather than one for absolute statement. 
It would be a queer asseriion that the 
men of fifty years ago were infcrior to 
those of the present. All the facts of 
the past, as well as those of the pres- 
ent, show that our present mechanic; 
are no more mechani.s than those of 
half a century ago. All the great 
improvements in hand tools and ma- 
chine tools for the last fifty years have 
come from the individual efforts of men 
who had done their work before the 
present advent of machine and auto- 
matic tsols. ‘hese men—these work- 
men and inventors—made poss bilities 
out of suggestions, and realities out of 
imaginings. ‘lo them be’ong the reali- 
ties of the present machine shop. 

It would seem from this that it is not 
the tools and the appliances that make 
the workmen, but the workmen who 
make the tuols. ‘There are just as good 
mechanics to-day, with all our mechan- 
ical appl'ances tor good work, as there 
were when every job required a new ar- 
rangement of tools for work. In fact, 
the improvement in machines presup- 
poses the capacity of the machine- 
makers. 

And yet these improvements have 
their intluence on the workman; the 
better the tools the more exactive the 
workman. ‘There are gray-headel, al- 
most superannuated, workmen in our 
shops who have voluntarily discarded 
all their old-t'me notions to take up 
with some ‘‘new-fangled trick”’ that has 
been proved to bean advance toward 
perfection. Every improvement in 
tools—induced and perfected by me- 
chanics—tends to an advance in the 
true nechanical improvement of the 
workman.—Scientijic American.

Origin of Pipes and Cigars, 





The first smokers employed what 





was practically identical with the 
modern cigar. Dry tokacco leaves 
were made into roils and wrapped 


with the leaves of Indiap corn, one 
end being lighted, and the other 
pia ed in the mouth. Pipes were 
also employed, those used in North 
America being shaped almost exactly 
like the letter Y except that the stem 
was longer, and the forked end was 
symmetrical. In use, the forked end 
was placed in the nostrils, sand the 
other end in the dense smoke arising 
from tobacco leaves placed on glowing 
coals. 

“Thus it appears that tobacco using, 
together with the implements of its 
use and all the different modes of 
taking it, originated with the heathen, 
wholly barbarians, who roamed like 
wild beasts over fthe plains and 
through the dense forests of this con- 
tinent four centuries ago.  Civslived 
men have made nu improvements or 
discover es of any account in connec- 
tion with its use; they have simply fol- 
lowed the example oiffthose naked sav- 
ages whom the discoverers of Amer- 
ica saw chewing, snuiling, and smok- 
ing ‘like devils’ almost four hundred 
years ago. It is evident, then, that to- 
ba co-using isa ba:barous custom in 
the fullest sense. As to how savages 
learned the use of the weed, history 
d. es not give us any hint; but the fact 
that pipes and snuff-taking tubes are 
found in their most ancient buris" 
mounds, which are often surmounted 
by huge trees that must have re- 
quired many centuries for the'r growth, 
is ev.-dence of its great antiquity; and 
in this habit we may unyuest onably 
find one of the causes which have re- 
duced the American savage to his pres- 
ent degraded and deteriorated condi- 
tion.”’—Golden Rule.

England. 


A London telegram of May 5th says: “In 
the suit of the Charles A, Vogeler Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, against Parrott & Co., 
of this city, the Courtof Appeals has grant- 
ed the plaintiffs a perpetual injunction, 
with costs. The action, which grew out 
of an alleged infringement of plaintiff’s 
well-known trade-mark, St. Jacob’s Oil, 
was originally heard in the High Court of 
Justice where Vice Chancellor Bacon, with- 
ous going into the merits of the case, con- 
sidered it was one that should go before 
the Comptroller of trade-marks. From 
this opinion the Vogeler Company ap- 
pealed, claiming that they were being in- 
jure by the goods of the defendants, en- 
titled St. David’s Oil, being mistaken for 
theirs, and that while they bad taken steps 
to bring a cas2 before the Comptroller of 
trade-marks, months would elapse be- 
fore a decision could be obtained, 
and as their business would ba seriously 
injured by such delay, a_ restraining 
order should be granted at once. The re- 
sult of the appeal was that a perpetual in- 
junction was made, with costs. The pro- 
ceedings before the Comptroller have 
been abandoned by the defendants, and 
the Baltimore house has thus achieved a 
double victory. By the order of the 
Court of Appeal, Parrott & Co. and their 
agents are perpetually restrained from 
using the term St. David’s Oil, or any 
similar term, as well as the words ‘ The 
Great German Remedy,’ and any words 
or marks similar to those used by the 
Vogeler Company in connection with their 
St. Jacob’s Oil. The progress of this suit 
has been watched with interest by the mer- 
cantile and manufacturing community of 
Great Britain, where thousands of trade- 
marks of almost incalculable value are 
owned. It was shown by the evidence 
that plaintiffs had sold during the 
past few years over seven million 
bottles of St. Jacob’s Oil, and ex- 
pended as high as_ five hundred 
thousand dollarsina single year for ad. 
vertising throughout the world. Their 
success in this suit is regarded with great 
salis@action in business circles.
